“Day care has become a topical is- 
sue in the eighties and with the pro- 
jected enrollment of younger school 
children increasing, along with the 
number of two income families, it 
promises to become an urgent one in 
the nineties. 

SHED-day care and where its fu- 
ture lies, was a controversial issue 
discussed and debated at Tuesday 
night’s School Committee meeting. 
Almost 100 people turned out at the 
West Middle School auditorium, to 
voice their opposition or support of 
the group’s relocation proposal on 
the Shawsheen School campus. 

SHED is a non-profit, private cor- 
poration, which provides enrich- 
ment child care for kidnergarteners. 
For the past five years it has leased 
two classrooms in the Shawsheen 
School. Last year the School Com- 
mittee notified SHED that space 
would no longer be available after 
June 1989. 

The committee decided Tuesday 
night to allow town meeting to de- 
cide on the issue and $350,000 ex- 
pense which is to be reimbursed. 

itsThe committee viewed a pre- 
sentation, at Tuesday’s meeting, 
prepared by SHED, of the proposed 
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site and relocation plans to erect a 
portable classroom on the 
Shawsheen School grounds. 

In the presentation the SHED 
group stressed that the school sys- 
tem would own the portable struc- 
ture in the end and their proposal 
would be giving the town “‘a gift.”’ 

Kurt Goldschmidt, of 2 Magnolia 
Ave., a neighbor of the Shawsheen 
School grounds, didn’t see it that 
way 

tt doesn’t make any sense to obli- 
gate the township to a structure 
who’s life may be less than two 
years,” said Goldschmidt. 

Goldschmidt was refering to the 
future possibility of moving kinder- 
garteners from their location at the 
Early Childhood Center at 
Shawsheen to the elementary 
schools. 

Another concern of neighbors and 
committee members was maintaing 
the architectural intergrity of the 
Shawsheen building and grounds. In 
1979 the Shawsheen School, along 
with 275 other Shawsheen Village 
structures, was listed on The Nation- 
al Register of Historic Places. 

During the discussion, the com- 
mittee was presented with a petition 
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signed by 70 abutters and neighbors, 
which ‘pleaded with the School Com- 
mittee’ to disallow the proposal, 
which they went on to call, short 
sighted and a quick fix. 

Committee member Margo Tilgh- 
man said she was in favor of letting 
the people decide at Town Meeting 
and the proposal was one direction 
worth trying. 

“This should be looked at from the 
town side as well as the school side,”’ 
she said. 

The problem, said School Superin- 
tendant, Kenneth Seifert, isn’t with 
the quality of the SHED program, 
it’s one of the best around. The prob- 
lem is with school property being 
used by a private corporation. It’s a 
public versus private and townwide 
issue, he said. 

For Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb said it was a simple question 
for the School Committee alone to 
answer. 

“Ts it appropriate for the School 
Committee to permit private cor- 
porations to build and occupy a 
structure on school property? My 
answer is; it is totally and complete- 
ly inappropriate,” said Robb. 

Committee members Susan Poore 
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and Richard Neal went on to ques- 
tion legal ramifications and setting a 
precedent for future property use. 

After nearly two hours of dis- 
cussion and an unsuccessful motion 
to table the approval decision, the 
committee voted four to one, with 
Chairman Donald Robb the lone dis- 
enter, to allow the SHED proposal to 
be built on school owned property, 
providing it meet five stipulations 
set by the committee; 

—The structure must be limited in 
size to 30x70 feet 

—The structure must be located 
on the south east corner of the 
Shawsheen School campus 

—The plan must provide attrac- 
tive landscaping, to be decided upon 
by the School committee, around the 
site 

—Prior to building, a contract be- 
tween the School Committee and the 
SHED Board of Directors be drawn, 
outlining the conditions of tenancy in 
the building. 

—The plan must meet state re- 
quirements of Historical District 
standards

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Downtown Shooting Range 
Proposal Comes Under Fire

A local developer will ask the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals next month to 
allow an indoor shooting range in the 
downtown commercial district. 

Ben Osgood’s plan to convert the 
defunct Andover Lanes bowling al- 
ley building into a shooting range 
was rejected Feb. 14 by Building In- 
spector Sam DeSalvo, who ruled the 
proposal didn’t comply with town 
zoning bylaws. 

In a letter from DeSalvo, Osgood 
was told that a shooting range would 
be an improper recreational use be- 
cause it requires a ‘‘gadget,’’ as op- 
posed to bowling and other sports 
limited to ‘‘an individual’s use of his 
body.”’ 


‘*A piece of sporting equipment (a 
rifle) is a gadget?’ asked Osgood. 
“By that logic, the Andover Little 
League champions couldn’t compete 
because they use gloves.”’ 

In papers filed with the ZBA, Os- 
good also alleges that Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony was illegally 
involved in turning down the build- 
ing application. 


When the application was filed in 
January, Osgood’s attorney, Regi- 
nald Marden of Andover, received a 
return letter from Town Counsel Al- 
fred Daniels. In the letter, Daniels 
said Mahony told him to respond to 
the application and asked Marden 
for more information. 

“Tt’s well-known that if Ken Ma- 
hony doesn’t like a project, it doesn’t 
get done,”’ said Osgood. 

DeSalvo was not available for 
comment. 

This is the second time the town 
has officially turned down Osgood’s 
efforts to renovate the property. 
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Last year, the Planning Board 
and the ZBA declined to approve a 
waiver to ease parking require- 
ments for Osgood’s proposal to build 
commercial stores. The developer 
subsequently filed a lawsuit appeal- 
ing that decision. 

Mahony said that legal action is 
why he is became involved with the 
application. The town manager said 
he simply asked Daniels to consult 
with DeSalvo. Otherwise, ‘“‘I haven’t 
even gone over the application,”’ he 
said. 

Osgood also claims former Plan- 
ner Nancy Jeton discouraged plans 
to build a Chuck E. Cheese pizza res- 
taurant and a health center. 

“Everything we have proposed to 
them (town officials), they turn 
down. This is eminent domain with- 
out the taking,” said Osgood. 

Mahony said his staff ceased con- 
sulting with Osgood after the lawsuit 
was filed. 

Mahony denied he is blocking the 
developer’s attempts to come up 
with a workable project.

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School Registration Dates Set 


Andover schools will register new 
students for kindergarten March 27, 
29 and 30 from 6:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. 
at the Early Chidhood Center at 
Shawsheen. Children who will be 5 
years old by Sept. 1 should plan to 
register for kindergarten. Children 
who are 6 years old by Sept. 1, who 
have not been screened and are not 
attending the Early Childhood Cen- 
ter, should register for first grade. 

Parents are encouraged to regis- 
ter their child on the evening their 
neighborhood school is represented. 
Bring child’ birth certificate and 
current immunization record. Nno 
phone call is needed prior to regis- 
tration. 6:30-7:30 Registration and 
school tours; 7:30-8:30 formal pre- 
sentation and staff introduction in 
the gymnasium. 

Appointments for a three-day (144 
hours per day) orientation for the 
children will be made at registration 
according to school neighborhood: 
West and Sanborn school districts 
May 1, 2 and 3; South and Bancroft 
school districts May 8, 9 and 10. 

Orientation times each day are 


8:15-9:45 a.m.; 10:30 a.m.-noon; 1- 
2:30 p.m. 

Early childhood developmental 
screening is a minor part of the 
three-day orientation. This is a breif 
assessment mandated by state and 
federal regulations, designed to 
identify children who may need fur- 
ther evaluation and educational in- 
tervention. There is no exclusion 
from kindergarten. 

This is the first step in a process 
intended to assist children in achiev- 
ing their maximum potential, offi- 
cials said. Children are assessed in 
social and emotional maturity, phys- 
ical development and gross motor 
skills, speech, vision, hearing, fine 
motor and general development. 
This screening, which is done in a 
game-like manner, and the orienta- 
tion, in which children spend 12 
hours daily for three days in kinder- 
garten, are a valuable initiation to 
school. 

Results of the screening are sent 
in writing to the parents. Follow-up 
parent conferences are then sched- 
uled when deemed necessary. 


SHED Registration 


Registration for the SHED pro- 
gram will be held at Shawsheen 
School in conjunction with kinder- 
garten registration: March 27 for 
the Bancroft district; March 29 for 
the West Dchool district; March 30 
for South and Sanborn. Acceptance 
is on a first-come, first-serve basis 
with equal availability for all three 
school districts. A registration fee is 
due that evening. 

Register for the days and hours 


needed for both morning and af- 
ternoon kindergarten sessions. 
Needs may differ depending on 
which session of kindergarten a 
child receives for September. Also to 
be considered is that a child may 
take the bus to or from kindergart- 
en, but not to or from SHED. 

SHED is open from 7 a.m. to 6 
p.m. daily with three time slots to 
choose from: 7 a.m. to 6 p.m.; 7 a.m. 
to 3 p.m.; 8:45 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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When Eve Glendinning’s children went 
off to school, the Andover housewife de- 
cided to take a course or two in her free 
time. She had always enjoyed art, so she 
enrolled in an art class at the Lawrence 
YMCA. That was in the 1950’s; through- 
out the next 30-plus years, Glendinning 
followed coursework in tray and theorem 
(oils on white velvet) painting with 
classes in woodcarving and Oriental 
brush painting. This month the fruits of 
her education and labor is displayed 
throughout the first floor of Memorial 
Hall Library. 

Wooden pieces, including a religious 
bas-relief, a flower wreath and pineapple 
figures, fill the display case in the main 
lobby, arranged with carving tools and a 
selection of linoleum blocks created by 
the artist for Christmas cards. The dis- 
play is dedicated to John Lorenz, Glendin- 
ning’s former wood carving teacher at 
the Cambridge Center for Adult Educa- 
tion. 

The walls of the music room are deco- 
rated with trays and paintings of fruits 
and flowers on white velvet, specialties 
Glendinning studied with Ethyl Holmes of 
Plaistow, N.H. The largest array features 
an intricately-painted view of London’s 
White Tower from the Thames, an inter- 
pretation of a colored lithograph by E. 
Duncan that hangs in Glendinning’s 
home. Ringing the central picture is a 
wreath of symbolic flora: thistle to rep- 


resent Scotland; Leek for Wales; roses: 


for England; and shamrocks to represent 
Ireland. The artist estimates she worked 
on the piece, a gift for her daughter, 
Amy, throughout a winter in the late 
1950s. 

The display case near the reference 
desk contains samples of her Oriental 
brush painting and the unique brushes, 
tools and ink ingredients,used. According 
to the artist, students copy the works of 
masters to learn technique. The art is 
blended inextricably with meditation. 

“The Chinese have been doing it over 
centuries,’’ Glendinning explains. 
“You're supposed to get yourself into the 
right reflective frame of mind before you 
start.”

Computer-Generated Art Makes Good Impression 


This is the 10th 
article in a series of 
biweekly articles 
written by the 
school system’s 
computer education 
director, who will 
describe the second 
phase of Andover’s 
computer education 


plan. : 

I’m not sure if Amon. cmp 
Monet would be BERETTA 
pleased with com- 
puter-generated art, but some fascinating 
work will be accomplished this year in 
Sue Ooyevaar’s graphic arts classes at 
Andover High School. Another exciting 
use of computers at the high school is us- 
ing them as design tools to create art 
work on the Macintosh and Apple IIgs 
computer systems. Oovyevaar has sched- 
uled her two graphic arts classes in the 
lab to use art software to expose students 
to the world of technically generated de- 
signs. 

As described in previous articles, the 
focus of the schools’ computer education 
plan is to place technology in the hands of 
teachers and students who could use the 
capabilities of the computer to enhance 
their program of studies. The computer, 
because of advancements in technology, 
can now be used as a tool by artists to 
help them stretch their mind and creative 
energies. 

On a recent visit to the Massachusetts 
College of Art, I saw how the students are 
using technology to create art and music. 
Students are using machines to create, 
edit and print out in color finished works 
of art. Advancements in color monitors, 
printers and software allow a potential 
master to generate millions of color com- 
binations on a computer screen. Students 
at the college level feel as comfortable 
with a mouse and joystick as they do with 
a brush and palette. 

The program at the high school is just 
beginning, but the school is on track to 
establish a sound technology component 
in the fine arts curriculum. Program ad- 
viser Diana Kolben says she is enthusias- 
tic about using technology throughout the 
course offerings. Kolben and Ooyevaar 
completed a series of workshops at Bur- 
lington High School. These workshops of- 
fered ideas on how to _ integrate 
technology into the arts.

The proper selection of carpet padding can make a big 
difference in the life expectancy of the overlying carpet. Padding 
protects carpet pile by absorbing nearly 90 percent of the 
impact exerted by foot traffic. Padding also protects carpet 
backing from the tiny abrasive particles of floor dirt which would 
otherwise wear it away. In general, padding should be neither 
too thick nor too thin. Half-inch-thick padding is probably the 
most popular installation. As for selecting a composition-type for 
padding, the decision may be based on the carpet. Berbers, for 
instance, have a natural, minimal feel underfoot which is best 
coupled with a felt pad. Lush piles, on the other hand, benefit 
from the cushier feel of foam paddng. The carpeting

ULowell Wins Teacher Training Grant 


The University of Lowell recently was 
awarded a $93,000 grant by the U.S. De- 
partment of Education for research and 
educational training for Southeast Asian 
bilingual teachers. 

It is the third grant awarded to the 
ULowell College of Education’s bilingual 
and English as a second language pro- 
gram, which is in its second year, for the 
training of Merrimack Valley teachers. 

Under the current grant, ULowell 
plans to establish a short-term training 
program for the 45 Cambodian, Laotian 
and Vietnamese teachers who are work- 
ing in the Merrimack Valley school sys- 
tems. It is designed to improve their 
professional competence to teach the cog- 
nitive concepts and linguistic skills nec- 
essary for limited English proficient 
students to learn English. Bilingual tea- 
chers participating in the program will 
receive undergraduate credit. 

The project is a collaborative effort 
among the ULowell College of Education 
Bilingual Program, the Lowell School De- 
partment and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education. About 3,000 students 
are expected to be directly affected by 
this program. 

Dr. Juan Rodriguez, ULowell educa- 
tion professor and director of the biling- 
ual program, said such training 
programs are necessary to meet the

needs of dramaticaily increasing Sou- 
theast Asian, Hispanic and Portuguese 
populations in this area. He noted that 37 
percent of Lowell public school students 
are Southeast Asian, while the Lawrence 
public school system is 60 percent Hispan- 
ic. 

“In the last five to 10 years, we have 
seen an explosion of these populations in 
this area,”’ Rodriguez said. ‘‘Suddenly the 
regular population is changing, which is 
reflected in the schools. You need to know 
how to educate these students. That is the 
reason we are infusing all this effort and 
money into these programs.” 


The ULowell program has also imple- 
mented an academic credentials commit- 
tee to help reconstruct the academic 
background of Southeast Asian refugees 
who want to continue their education in 
the United States or become certified tea- 
chers but are unable to obtain written 
documentation of their credentials. This 
reconstruction process is a joint effort be- 
tween the ULowell College of Education 
and the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 

Other grants previously received are 
three-year awards of $102,000 per year 
from the state Board of Regents of Higher 
Education and $111,000 annually from the 
U.S. Department of Education.

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Seattle Big In 


Recycling

The place that is hitting the big time in 
recycling right now is Seattle. Of course, 
they had to recycle because their landfills 
were leaking methane gas and polluting 
water, but they took recycling as the way 
to go and, with a well-planned program, 
have gotten off the ground running. They 
had expectations of 40 percent commit- 
ment and in the first year achieved 75 
percent overall in North Seattle with 
some neighborhoods reaching 95 percent. 

The program is voluntary, but Seattle 
residents have to pay for their trash pick- 
ups directly, not buried somewhere in the 
tax bill. Pickup of two garbage cans costs 
the homeowner $18 per month. If they 
separate recyclables (which are also 
picked up curbside) and only use one can 
for trash, the cost is $13.95 and going 
down. The city does not have to charge 
for the recycling pick-up because the 
materials saved can be sold and the less- 
er tonnage of trash to be dumped saves 
money, too. 

The city has found the greatest success 
is where the program is made easiest for 
the citizens. They experimented. One sec- 
tion of the city was provided with specific 
trash and recycling containers; the other 
was not. Where the containers were used, 
more people recycled and the pick-up 
went faster and was, therefore, cheaper. 

In January Seattle began a program 
called CLEAN/GREEN. They offer three 
options fo yard waste disposal; curbside 
yard waste pick-up, which will be added 
to the garbage costs on each persons utili- 
ty-garbage bill; taking yard waste to the 


transfer station, no charge; or backyard 
composting. Seattle says 20 percent of 
their residential waste is recyclable yard 
waste. The city will provide guides to 
backyard composting (though this is now 
the “‘in’’ thing to do and every home or 
garden-type publication has plenty of in- 
formation). With the CLEAN/GREEN 
program, Seattle expects citizens to only 
need one garbage can, thus cutting the 
cost to the taxpayer for the $18 for two 
cans. Yard wastes will be picked up for $2 
for a minimum of five bundles or bags at 
60 pounds per bag. If you don’t compost 
yard wastes, the city of Seattle will and 
have another saving to brag about. 

The city also has a public relations pro- 
gram on use of many materials; trying to 
change the throw-away lifestyle. Publici- 
ty on reusing aluminum foil, for instance. 
“Everyone does it,” says Kathleen Klein, 
a media relations coordinator. Scouts and 
other groups are encouraged to collect 
reusable clothes, furniture and household 
goods for worthy charities. The next tar- 
get will be businesses. They discard 2/3 of 
Seattle’s recyclable materials. The com- 
mercial waste haulers will offer 40 per- 
cent discount to their business customers 
who pre-sort recyclable materials. 

Andover will offer two options for a 
CLEAN/GREEN program this spring. 
Backyard composting is the solution of 
choice, but the town will also provide a 
place to take yard wastes. Start reading 
up on compostng. The first thing to fix in 
your mind is that it will not give off a bad 
odor. Think positive and go from there.

Nominated For Book Award

The Andover woman whose first novel 
was published this summer has been 
nominated for the prestigious PEN- 
/Faulkner Award for Fiction. 

“T was very, very surprised,’ said 
Mary McGarry Morris of 9 Abbot St. She 
said she was notified about the nomi- 
nation by phone about two weeks ago. 

Morris’ publisher, Viking, nominated 
her debut novel, Vanished, for the award. 
Vanished is the story of a troubled teen- 
ager, the bewildered man she links up 
with and the child she kidnaps. The three 
form a sort of family as they travel from 
one part of the country to the next for five 
years. The book begins its wrenching cli- 
max when the group meets a brutal, con- 
niving ex-convict. 

Vanished garnered favorable reviews 
and was also one of five nominees for the 
National Book Award. Pete Dexter won 
the NBA for his novel Paris Trout. 

Morris is in good company this time 
around too. Also nominated for the Faulk- 
er Award are Nobel laureate Isaac Ba- 
shevis Singer for The Death of 
Methuselah, Thomas Flanagan for The 
Tenants of Time, James Salter for Dusk 
and Thomas Savage for The Corner of 
Rife and Pacific. 

Morris is the only woman nominee and 
the only one with a first novel. 

The PEN/Faulkner Award is judged by 
fellow writers. It pays tribute to author 
William Faulkner, who used his Nobel 
Prize funds to support and encourage oth- 
er writers. 

“T consider it a great honor,” Morris 
said. “It has the master’s name attached 
to it.”

Cooper Exhibition Opens 


The Howard Yezerski Gallery in Boston announces 
its exhibition, ‘Mark Cooper: Painting, Sculpture, 
Paper,” will run through April 5. 

Cooper has been active on the Boston scene for the 
past ten years.

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People For Peace Send Help To

Hurricane-Stricken Nicaraguans 


The North Andover People for Peace 
and area churches and schools are gath- 
ering supplies to assist Nicaraguans in 
the wake of last fall’s hurricane. Gifts of 
packaged food, educational supplies, 
cooking pots and dishes, towels, buckets, 
bocts, aspirin and antibiotics, soap, 
matches, blankets, flashlights and car- 
pentry tools and materials will be sent 
through Quest for Peace. 

Hurricane Joan devastated Nicaragua 
in October, leaving 10 percent of the pop- 
ulation homeless and decimating Nicara- 
gua’s fragile economy. Basic food crops 
of beans and grain were completely 
wiped out in the 15 inches of rain that 
flooded Managua and surrounding farm- 
land. High winds and rain destroyed 329 
schools and 651 kilometers of roads. Medi- 
cal supplies, food and basic tools are in 
short supply. The U.S. government has 


refused to help, say members of North 
Andover People for Peace. 

Quest for Peace is a project of the 
Quixote Center, a Catholic-based social 
justice organization that has been ship- 
ping humanitarian aid to the people of Ni- 
caragua since January, 1984. All aid is 
shipped to warehouses at the Institute of 
John XXIII and distributed through reli- 
gious networks under the supervision of a 
full-time staff with 20 years of Central 
American missionary experience. Usual- 
ly supplies are distributed within weeks 
of their arrival. 

Participating churches include Christ, 
St. Augustine and Ballardvale United 
churches in Andover, St. Augustine’s 
Church in Lawrence, First Parish, Trin- 
itarian Congregational and First United 
Methodist churches in North Andover and 
Merrimack College Campus Ministry.

Aerial Pumper Proposal 


Firefighters Say They Need More Manpower, Not New Equipment 


Town hall should beef up short-handed fire 
crews before buying new equipment, firefighters 
said this week in response to a town meeting pro- 
posal to purchase a $280,000 aerial pumper. 

Charged by Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
at a recent selectmen’s meeting with turning the 
fire truck issue into a negotiation tool for upcom- 
ing contract talks, Andover firemen’s union offi- 
cials fought back. 

“This is not a power play by any stretch of the 
imagination,” said Jim Cuticchia, president of 
Andover Firefighters Local 1658. ‘“The issue here 
is not just the truck, it’s the entire manpower 
situation.” : 

Union members say they oppose the aerial lad- 
der pumper, requested by Fire Chief Harold 
Hayes to cover proposed high-rise apartments in 
West Andover, because fire trucks currently used 
by the department aren’t staffed adequately. 

“Before buying new equipment, the town 
should make sure a full complement (of firemen) 
is running what we have,” said Cuticchia. ‘We 
would be putting this truck into service without 
the ability to run it.”

Instead, the union supports buying a $180,000 
pumper truck to replace a 7-year-old unit. The 
older truck would be used as a backup. Currently, 
a 1954 model borrowed from Essex County serves 
as a replacement. 

Between three stations, the fire department 
operates three pumper trucks, one ladder truck 
and one ambulance. A normal roster should have 
15 firefighters, including four officers, respond- 
ing to a fire call. 

But the units invariably operate short-handed 
because town policy permits the number of rank- 
and-file firemen to fall from 11 to nine when 
somebody calls in sick or goes on vacation, said 
Cuticchia. 

Sean Mason, union vice president, estimates a 
nine-member ‘‘skeleton crew” is on duty at least 
90 to 98 percent of the time. ‘‘For 20 years the 
town has had that number (minimum nine regu- 
lar firemen on duty) imbedded in concrete. We 
should have a full complement all the time,’’ said 
Mason. 

Working short-handed is dangerous because 
other firemen must then double up on duties dur- 


ing a fire response, said Mason. Working with 
nine firefighters plus four supervisors, the ladder 
truck is manned by just one person and one 
pumper truck rides short a man. 

However, a check of town records from March 
1 through March 13 showed that nine firemen 
were used in nine of 26 shifts during that period. 
The full complement of 11 regular firefighters 
were working on 11 shifts. 

The union also points out that while manpower 
levels haven’t changed significantly since 1970, 
sd activity in Andover has jumped dramati- 
cally. 

According to union figures, fire calls have gone 
from 418 in 1970 to 1,768 last year. Ambulance 
pepo ees have increased 548 to 1,309 and service 
cal S from 1,672 to 5,605 in the same period. While 
varying slightly, town hall figures agree with the 
union’s numbers. 

‘We don’t disagree that an aerial pumper is 
needed in West Andover,” said Cuticchia. ‘All 
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Committee Has Legal Questions 
About Possible SHED Contract

The School Committee is still waiting for answers 
to specific legal questions about Shawsheen Extended 
Day program. ‘ 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Kenneth Seifert told 
the committee he is still waiting for the state Depart- 
ment of Education to tell him if it’s OK for the And- 
over school system to enter a contract agreement 
with SHED, a non-profit, private corporation. 

The committee also wants to know if the plan has 
to meet historic district standards. 

“T hope it isn’t going to be the School Committee’s 
responsibility to answer questions from the floor at 
town meeting,’’ said committee member Susan 
Poore. 

SHED officials have a respnsibility to the commit- 
tee, added member Michael Frishman, to provide all 
the answers they can to questions raised at last 
week’s meeting. 

Town meeting will decide article 20, SHED’s re- 
quest for funding to erect a portable classroom on the 
Shawsheen School site. 

SHED has a bond request to raise additional funds 
they could not provide. Last week, the School Com- 
mittee voted 4 to 1 to allow the group to build on the 
Shawsheen site, providing compliances set down by 
the committee were met and funcing was voted on at 
town meeting. 

Tilghman suggested the committee’s motion, in- 
cluding its stipulations, be read at town meeting, 
along with any answers available. 

The committee approved the SHED warrant 3-0-1, 
with Poore passing. 

In other committee news, the wording of the half- 
million dollar master plan funding request, such as 
“construction, remodeling, reconstruction and/or re- 
pairs,” concerned the committee. 

If article 25 passes at town meeting with the cur- 
rent wording a, building, committee, appointed: by the 


town manager, would probably be established to 
oversee projects funded by the article, said Francis 
Paul, assistant superintendent for operations. 

“The purpose (of the warrant article) is for imple- 
mentation of the school master plan by the School 
Committee,” said committee member Richard Neal. 
Poore suggested better wording to avoid projects 
leaving the hands of committee members. 

Following the discussion, the committee requested 
more information on wording from Paul and voted 4 
to 0 (Chairman Donald Robb was absent) to approve 
the intent of the article. 


Schools’ Funding From 
State Stays Same

A zero percent increase in state funding is pre- 
dicted for the Andover schools next year. The School 
Committee discussed the $21.5 million budget and 
compared figures with this in mind at Tuesday 
night’s meeting. 

“We assume we are getting the same amount of 
money (state aid) as last year,” said Superintendent 
Dr. Kenneth Seifert. 

The committee’s goal is to fund the school’s mas- 
ter plan to the greatest possible extent, said Margo 
Tilghman, the meeting’s acting chairman in the ab- 
sence of Donald Robb. Concerns with the curriculum 
and instruction capital, along with those for the cur- 
riculum evaluation plans, were also outlined. 

With town meeting just weeks away, the commit- 
tee identified priorities in the budget as they dis- 
cussed moving funds between accounts to provide

Board Rejects 
Country Club 
Housing Plan

Citing concerning over traffic and exca- 
vation issues, the Planning Board turned 
down a preliminary plan for a 182-unit 
housing development at the Andover 
Country Club. 

In voting unanimously to reject the 
plan, the board told engineer Paul Fer- 
rante of Dana Perkins Associates to look 
at traffic off High Plain Road and Can- 
terbury Street. 

“The whole traffic plan has impact’’ on 
the area, said Chairman Russ Moran. “I 
have a real concern here.”’ 

Planning staff also recommended dis- 
approval. The town has learned a lesson 
from the huge amounts of dirt excavated 
from the first part of the site developed 
inthe early 1980s, said Steve Colyer, town 
physical planner. 

“Tt would appear that the board must 
weigh the benefit of keeping the (Andover 
Country Club) golf course against the 
amount of earth disturbance which will 
be necessary to accommodate the propo- 
sal,’ he told the board in a memo. 

Colyer called the proposal the largest 
single development ever reviewed by the 
Planning Board. Because of the potential 
impact, Colyer said he would like to see 
more detail from the developer. 

Board member Michael Houghton said 
he was bothered by the placement of 
cross easements through property lines 
shown on the plans. 

Ferrante made no comments in re- 
sponse during the meeting.

Wesson are being contested by John Dziadul 
and George Danneman. The latter two gained 
the attention of the community through their 
involvement in the Greater Lawrence Collabo- 
rative School project and the low- and moder- 
ate-income housing discussions. There has also 
been some controversial commentary during 
the current campaign concerning the post of- 
fice locating in Old Town Hall and the actual 
availability of low-income housing in Andover. 

How well that can be transferred to the bal- 
lot box remains to be seen, but regardless, it 
has certainly made the current race an inter- 
esting one for a change. 

The School Committee race has been stirred 
up by the League of Women Voters conducting 
their candidates’ night in a cable TV studio 
rather than in a public auditorium as in pre- 
vious years. 

We somehow tend to agree that the public 
auditorium lends a much better atmosphere 
for candidates debates than a private studio, 
even though there is the possibility of more 
exposure. 


With more public access to such debates, 
candidates could better dicuss issues and be 
responsive to questions from the general pub- 
lic. 

Finally, as indicated by the number of let- 
ters in the Public Forum in this week’s 
TOWNSMAN (next page), it is evident that the 
SHED issue will be among the top agenda 
items at the annual town meeting in April. 

While the program is individually financed, 
there is concern about the use of municipal 
property and its appearance in the Shawsheen 
neighborhood. There is also some concern as to 
whether a muncipality should get involved in 
the business of day care, regardless of how it is 
financed. 

In the days leading up to town meeting, it is 
evident that the matter will receive full dis- 
cussion and consideration. 

For many years, Andover elections and often 
town meetings, have been rather on the dull 
side. This year, however, there is considerable 
activity, which is bound to produce a healthy 
municipal environment.

In many ways Monday’s Town 
Meeting was far more satisfactory 
than any Andover has had for many 
years. In the first place, it was short 
despite the fact that the warrant was 
unusually long. There were two rea- 
sons for this: one that the moderator 
handled the meeting in a very expe- 
ditious fashion, and the other that 
only a few speakers wasted any 


words. 

One of the best things that the 
town has done in years was the adop- 
tion on Monday of the zoning by-law, 
the aim of which is to protect a prop- 
erty holder from damage caused by 
the acts of an adjoining property 
holder. 

The Shawsheen and Ballardvale 
playground article brought forth the 
first lengthy discussion. Stafford A. 
Lindsay made the motion to appro- 
priate $1,000 and John F’. O’Connell 
rose to ask what supervised play 
was and to suggest that this might 
better serve by popular subscrip- 
tion. Mr. Emerson stated that the 
village and Vale should receive the 
same treatment as the center of this 
town in this respect, and William 
Crowley said that popular subscrip- 
tion had not worked very well. 


25 Years Ago — March 1964 

In abiding by FinCom suggestions, 
the voters gave approval to $4,434,- 
222 in departmental and school bud- 
gets, and to $435,040 in special 
articles. 

On only three occasions did the 
voters differ—$2,817 was lopped off 
the recreation department salary 
account, to allow for only part-time 
secretarial help; $75,000 was ap- 
proved for renovations to the Shaw 
property barn, for a police station; 
$10,000 was voted for work at And- 
over Recreational Rark, the former 


Camp Olympia. 

The 22 troops of Girls Scout in 
Andover join this week with the 
more than three and a half million 
girls in the United States in celebrat- 
ing Girl Scout Week. 

The Andover Neighborhood, one of 
13 in the newly-formed Merrimack 
River Girl Scout Council, serves 
girls in all parts of the town, with 
nine Brownie Troops, nine Junior 
troops, three Cadette troops and one 
Senior Troop.

10 Years Ago — March 1979

ady the department’s computer. 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
said the computer, which was pur- 
chased with processing the school 
payroll in mind, will not be pro-

Clarifying SHED 
Misconceptions 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

We are writing to clarify some 
misconceptions raised at the recent 
School Committee meeting dis- 
cussing the town of Andover’s propo- 
sal to borrow $150,000 to purchase a 
modular classroom building. Cont- 
rary to some assertions made at this 
meeting, this relocatable building 
will be owned by the town of And- 
over at all times. It will be used dur- 
ing daytime hours by the Shawsheen 
Extended Day program to operate 
an extended day enrichment pro- 
gram for Andover’s kindergart- 
eners, and it will be available at all 
other times for town, school and 
community use. 

This purchase will enable SHED to 
remain at its present location on the 
site of the Shawsheen School. By re- 
maining at this site, those parents 
who enroll their children in SHED to 
supplement the present 2’2-hour kin- 
dergarten day will be assured that 
their 6-year-old will not spend more 
time being bussed than at present; 
getting a 6-year-old to get onto the 
right bus will not be an ongoing con- 
cern. SHED’s staff will also be able 
to continue to work closely with a 
child’s kindergarten teacher to en- 
sure consistent handling of the needs 
of individual children. 

This proposal will cost the taxpay- 
ers of Andover nothing. In addition 
to making the initial deposit of $67,- 
000 towards the purchase price, 
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THE PuBLic FORUM 


SHED will pay off the entire cost of 
this single unit over a period of 
years as determined by the town 
through annual payments of $30,000. 
This will cover not only the repay- 
ment of principal and interest on the 
loan but also all operating expenses 
associated with the unit (mainte- 
nance, utilities, building insurance, 
etc.). In essence, SHED parents, 
through their tuition payments, will 
be making a gift to the town of And- 
over of over $215,000. Both Dr. Sei- 
fert and Mr. Mahony agree that the 
proposed “‘loan’”’ to SHED will have 
no impact on either the school or the 
town budgets. 

A few persons at the School Com- 
mittee meeting expressed their posi- 
tion that school grounds should not 
be given to private entities and that 
by allowing the town to purchase 
and own a modular classroom to be 
located at the Shawsheen School for 
SHED’s non-exclusive use an unac- 
ceptable precedent would be estab- 
lished. Based on this concern, they 
prefer to ‘terminate’ SHED, the 
only existing and recognizably ex- 
cellent on-site enrichment program 
for kindergarten children in And- 
over. 

We believe that this viewpoint is 
highly short-sighted and relies on a 
mere legal technicality to support a 
very undesirable result. The SHED 
program was developed in 1984 by 
the town’s Department of Commu- 
nity Services. Its incorporation pa- 
pers were prepared by the town 
counsel. Its directors (who are 
SHED parents, community rer 
resentatives and town personnel) 
were appointed by the town man- 
ager. All town costs associated with 
implementing the program were re- 
paid by SHED within the first year. 

SHED directors have never taken 
any action independent of or cont- 
rary to town interests. Over the past 
five years SHED has operated under 
the auspices of the town, and to date 
SHED has cost the taxpayers noth- 
ing. The present warrant article 
(#20) proposing to purchase a relo- 
catable classroom for SHED use 
was filed by the town, not merely by 
a group of self-interested parents. - 

SHED’s standing as a ‘“‘private,” 
non-profit, educational corporation 
is solely an attempt to limit the 
town’s legal liability. To abies to 
the town’s purchase of a facility for 
SHED’s use tobe sited on school 
property merely because SHED is a 
“nrivate” corporation seems to ig- 
nore this need to insulate the town. 

We believe that a reasoned balanc- 
ing of the so-called costs associated 
with the SHED proposal and the ben- 
efits that will result clearly weigh in 
favor of approving the modular 
classroom purchase. The town will 
bear no financial risk from this pur- 
chase since SHED’s equity invest- 
ment and the unit’s resale value 
more than cover the initial loan. 

The town and school system will 


benefit from owning much needed 
additional space for school or com- 
munity purposes now and in the fu- 
ture (the modular unit’s expected 
life is 40 years). The 5,000 parents of 
Andover preschool children will 
know that, under the current school 
configuration, which will remain un- 
changed for the next three years at a 
minimum, their children will contin- 
ue to have the option of an extended- 
day kindergarten program when 
they are 6 years old. 

The modular unit itself has been 
designed by an architect in order to 
be aesthetically pleasing and in the 
architectural style of the historic 
district. Finally, we believe that all 
property owners benefit from the 
SHED program’s continued ability 
to make Andover an attractive place 
to live for families with young chil- 
dren. For these reasons, we urge all 
residents of Andover to maintain the 
caliber of excellence that governs 
our town’s school curriculum. Keep 
SHED alive; vote yes on warrent ar- 
ticle #20.

SHED is not synonymous with day 
care. Extended day care is extended 
day care and is necessary in some 
form. SHED is merely one of the in- 
struments which can provide it.

I assure you, as president of the 
Andover firefighters, that this is not 
a bargaining ploy, but it is a great 
safety concern. This decision affects 
the safety of both the townspeople 
and the firefighters. 

We contend staffing levels should 
be part of this decision and should be 
a consideration with all decisions af- 
fecting safety. Presently we have a 
ladder truck stationed at central sta- 
tion that has only one firefighter 
(the driver) assigned to it the great 
majority of the time. This dramati- 
cally affects the public’s and our 
safety and effectiveness at an emer- 
gency. 

Our staffing levels on every piece 
of equipment run by our depart- 
ment, other than the ambulance, 
does not begin to meet National Fire 
Protection ‘Association standards.

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Mike Pettoruto of Andover hadn’t even 
started school yet when he first began to 
throw a racquetball around. 

“When I was about five years old I’d go 
to the Lawrence ‘Y’ with my father (Lar- 
ry) and hit the ball,” he noted. 

Today, at the still-tender age of 16, the 
Andover High freshman is a five-time 
Massachusetts state and regional cham- 
pion, the reigning New Hampshire state 
adult 16-and-under champ, and the No. 2 
ranked player nationally in his division. 

“IT just found out it was something I 
really liked to do and I built from that,” 
said Pettoruto. 

By the time he was 11 years old he was 
playing people several years older and 
beating them, and at that same age Mike 
won the first Junior tournament he en- 
tered at the Auburn Racquetball Club. 

A member at both Cedardale in Hav- 
erhill and the Salem, N.H. Racquetball 
Club, Pettoruto practiced approximately 
two hours each day seven days a week in 
his pre-teen years to sharpen his skills 
and hone his talent. 

Now he works out three times a week 
for 90 minutes by himself, and also plays 
in tournies which can be found in abun- 
dance every weekend. 

“You really have to work hard to stay 
good at it,’’ he noted. ‘‘If I took a week off 
and didn’t play I’d need two or three 
weeks to get back in shape.”’ 

Pettoruto is big for his age, standing 
6’2”’ and weighing 220 pounds, and he’s 
able to overpower many of his opponents. 

“T can hit the ball pretty hard,” he con- 
fessed, ‘‘and I’m pretty quick for my size. 
Reflexes are important. 

“There’s also a lot of concentration and 
anticipation involved.

Former Andover resident Matt Geiger 
recently completed his second full season 
of big-time, big college varsity basketball 
as Auburn University’s front-line center. 

Geiger, now officially listed as a 7-foot- 
er, had a personally successful and grat- 
ifying year although coach Sonny Smith’s 
Tigers were plagued by all kinds of prob- 
lems and finished an uncharacteristic 9- 
19 overall and 2-16 in the Southeastern 
Conference after a sparkling 7-0 start 
against non-league opponents. 

Auburn lost six key players to injuries 
and disciplinary troubles during the 
course of the season and Geiger, who was 
seen several times on national TV and ca- 
ble this past winter, had absolutely no 
help underneath. 

The 222-pounder, who played his youth 
basketball in the Andover Church and 
AYBL leagues before parents Dick and 
Kay moved to Florida when Matt was 13, 
was second to guard Keenan Carpenter 
(19.0 ppg) in the Auburn scoring parade 
with a 15.9 average and 428 points. 

His 6.4 rebounds per contest were tops 
on the club, and he finished with 20 
blocked shots, 29 assists, 17 steals, 104-of- 
150 at the free throw line and a .505 field- 
goal percentage. 

The big guy even attempted four three- 
pointers from the 19’9” line, but didn’t 
connect on any of them. 

Geiger was the only Tigers’ player to 
start all 28 games, scoring double figures 
in 23 of them. 

His personal high was a 30-point explo- 
sion against Mt. St. Mary’s, and he also 
led the Tigers in scoring seven other 
times including 28 points against Texas 
Southern, 25 against Virginia Common- 
wealth, 21 against both Mississippi and 
Louisiana State, and 20 against Jackson 
State and Mercer College. 

Five times Matt pulled down double fig- 
ures in rebounds, including a career-high 
15 against Texas Southern, and 11 times 
he was the team leader in that depart- 
ment. 

"Geiger also swished an amazing 14 
straight free throws in the Texas Sou- 
thern contest, missing Auburn’s single- 
game school record by just one. 

That is quite an accomplishment for a 
big man.

“He’s getting every cooper- 
ation we can give him,” he 
said. ‘‘He has got to remem- 
ber that we’re in litigation 
over this property.” 

It’s nothing personal, said 
Mahony, adding, “I feel Ben 
Osgood is a good developer. I 
was really quite pleased’’ over 
the original proposal. 

The shooting range would 
answer the needs of many 
gunowners in the region, said 
Osgood, who says the facility 
is supported by the regional 
National Rifle Association and 
would be the ‘best equipped in 
the Northeast.”’ 

Both Police Chief James 
Johnson and School Commit- 
tee member Michael Frish- 
man said they would want to 
look closely at the plans. 

Johnson said he is con- 
cerned about the proposed 
range’s proximity to Doherty 
Middle School and whether the 
facility would be limited to 
adults. 

Johnson does allow that a 
shooting range “has its place 


because a lot of people have 
weapons and no place to.prac- 
tice.”’ ; 

Frishman wasn’t bothered 
over the school being nearby. 
“It gives me no more pause 
than a bar being next door to a 
church. There are laws that 
control this.” 

But, “I am publicly and pri- 
vately opposed to all uses of 
guns and would urgently op- 
pose any expansion” of gun 
use areas in Andover; ‘‘partic- 
ularly downtown,”’ he said. 

No matter what the ZBA de- 
cides, Osgood said ‘‘this has 
gone so far that it’s far beyond 
the point of no return.’ 

Losses total over $400,000 so 
far and continue to build at the 
rate of $15,000 to $18,000 per 
day as long as the property re- 
mains undeveloped, he esti- 
mates. 

“I’m so fed up now, I don’t 
know what direction to take,”’ 
said Osgood. 

Osgood will appeal DeSal- 
vo’s decision before the ZBA 
on April 6.

Our department has the same num- 
ber of firefighters on the trucks as it 
did in 1970 the majority of the time. 
In the last 20 years our town has cer- 
tainly grown, but our fire suppres- 
sion force has not begun to keep 


pace. 

We believe that the truck being 
considered is not the best piece of 
equipment for West Andover as it 
would not dramatically assist the 
three firefighters in west station in 
doing their jobs. 

Our job requires manpower as 
well as the most modern equipment 
to ensure our effectiveness. This 
truck only offers a false sense of se- 
curity to the townspeople in that 
only so many tasks can be accom- 
plished at one time by a firefighter. 

A new pump is what is needed at a 
cost of approximately $180,000. This 
would allow us to have an adequate 
backup truck by putting an older 
piece in reserve. Manpower levels 
should be reviewed; and, lastly, col- 
lective decison making within the 
department should be implemented. 

To use a cliche in the fire service, 
firefighters put out fires; fire trucks 
alone cannot.

I would like to respond to com- 
ments made by Mr. Mahony and Mr. 
Colyer in the March 9 cover story in 
The TOWNSMAN. Mr. Colyer stated 
that ‘“‘Andover residents will have 
priority in 75 percent of the low-in- 
come units in both apartment com- 
plexes’’ currently under 
construction in West Andover. Mr. 
Mahony referred to me as ‘“‘igno- 
rant” when I said they will not. 

I stand by the fact that the regula- 
tions of the state subsidy programs 
prohibit developers from reserving 
rental units for town residents. This 
“resident preference”’ is only allow- 
ed when the units are owner-occu- 
pied such as the condominiums at 
Abbot’s Pond at the corner of Argilla 


» Road and Andover Street. 


The town was able to designate 10 


of the 14 affordable units for And- 
over residents or employees. Al- 
though it seems inconsistent that the 
state does not allow resident prefer- 
ence in rental units but does in own- 
er-occupied units, that is the way it 
is. The rental units are allocated to 
tenants based on a state priority list. 
This list consists of groups the state 
wishes to target for low-income 
housing. Another component of the 
targeting is an affirmative action 
outreach program. These are the 
facts. The state is currently review- 
ing MHFA and EOCD guidelines. 
Hopefully, it will review this regula- 
tion as well. Nevertheless, no 
changes have been made to date. 

It would be nice if Mr. Mahony and 
his staff would allow the election to 
continue and allow the candidates to 
do the debating.

we rue is a fair chance when we roll up to the 
curb.”’ 

However, fire statistics seem to be the only 
place where town officials and the union share 
common ground. 

Hayes and Mahony strongly disagree with the 
notion that a nine-firefighter shift is dangerously 
substandard. 

_ Although not 100 perce comfortable with the 
figure, Hayes said all equipment is properly used 
at that level. For example, while it’s true only 
one man would bring the ladder truck to a fire 
scene, other firemen would help operate the lad- 
der, he said. 

The lieutenants and deputy chief also actively 
help fight fires. ‘They are working firemen,” 


_ Said Hayes. 


Centralized controls enable the aerial ladder 
truck being considered to be operated by the 
same number of firefighters who man each 
pumper. ‘‘We would not need any extra people to 
run this truck,’’ said Hayes. 

While statistics show a marked increase in 
esrvice and fire calls, that doesn’t necessarily 
mean the fire department is overworked. Accord- 
ne Hayes, there were about 0.55 fire calls per 
shift. 

“That really is not stretching their limits,” 
said Mahony. 

_ While Mahony said he would like to hire more 
firefighters, the money isn’t there. It would take 
four new employees to cover the equivelant of 


one firefighter on each shift. With a new employ- 
ee running the town some $35,000 annually in sal- 
ary and benefits, ‘‘it costs about $150,000 per year 
to put one person in one station,”’ said Mahony. 

If the union really wants to raise staffing lev- 
els, they could talk to its members about sick 
leave, he said. According to the town manager, 
sick leave has increased from 337 sick days taken 
in 1983 to 766 last year. 

Mahony said he isn’t suggesting firefighters 
are gratuitously using sick time—‘‘If we could 
prove that we would have less employees’”’—but 
more sick leave means another employee has to 
be called in, which runs into overtime costs. 

Union cooperation to trim sick leave taken 
“would help tremendously”’ to staff fire stations 
properly, said Mahony. 

The town manager held firm to his contention 
that the union’s concern is sparked by upcoming 
contract negotiations. The labor group’s current 
pact expires in June. 

“We haven’t had anything like this (from the 
union) since before the last negotiations,’ said 
Mahony. “I assume that’s just a coincidence.” 

But Cuticchia maintained the union isn’t ‘‘rais- 
ing this issue just to stir controversy. I resent his 
(Mahony’s) portraying this as a bargaining ploy. 
It takes away from the importance of the issue.” 

The union president said his group will contin- 
ue pushing the town to hire more firefighters. The 
union plans to use town meeting as a platform to 
ask for support from townspeople, said Cuticchia. 


Marriott Access Road Denied 


The Marriott Hotel failed to win Planning 
Board approval of a hotel-owned access road. 

The board was warned by Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert McQuade that industrial construction 
in the area was incomplete. Heavy truck and au- 
tomobile traffic to industrial developments are 
several times more intensive than a residential 
development, he said. 

“Severe damage can be done during the final 
build-out,’’ added McQuade. 

The public works director also told the board 
that an unwritten town policy discourages appro- 
val of industrial roads.

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Planning Board Discusses 
Master Plan ‘Road Show’

After an exhaustive 17-stop early win- 
ter tour of town service organizations pro- 
moting the master plan process, the 
Planning Board sat down March 7 to dis- 
cuss what they’ve learned and where to 
go next. 

The board’s immediate destination will 
be a public forum on March 28 followed 
closely by ‘‘state of the master plan’’ ad- 
dress at next month’s town meeting. 

Tuesday night, the board began focus- 
ing on the issues uncovered by the master 
plan tour, known affectionately by plan- 
ning staff as ‘“‘the road show.” At meet- 
ings with groups such as the Chamber of 
Commerce and League of Women Voters, 
Planning Board members and staff field- 
ed questions, opinions ana took question- 
airres on master plan issues. 

One overriding fear among citizens, 
said Chairman Russ Moran, is a boom- 
town expansion in Andover. Board mem- 
ber Susan Stott agreed, saying 
townspeople were concerned about the 
“preservation of open space.” 

But growth statistics show that And- 
over is at “the tail end’ of population 
growth and development, said Moran. 
The chairman anticipates population to 
peak at about 35,000 from the current 
27,154.

“We need to articulate (this informa- 
tion) very clearly and support it with de- 
mographic analysis,”’ said Moran. 

To be successful, the master plan must 
have the backing of the townspeople, said 
Moran. ‘‘We have to have a consensus to 
do implementation (of the master plan). 
“Tf we don’t have consensus...how do we 
get people to acknowledge” the validity of 
the master plan? asked Moran. 

A townwide questionnaire was one so- 
lution discussed by the board. Recogniz- 
ing the past failures of some inquiries to 
bring out a response, Moran outlined a 
format for the questionnaire. 

A short introduction would provide re- 
search and tell citizens where the board 
stands on planning issues like population 
and zoning. The introduction’s purpose is 
“not just to see what people think, but to 
communicate with them,” said Moran.

adequate financing for items within the budget. Num- 
bers that have changed from the original budget line 
item figures to the ones viewed at Tuesday’s meeting, 
made shifting decisions difficult, the commitee said. 

Seifert said he would prepare a list of overall 
changes for the committee next week, so they could 
better make comparisons before deciding on final fig- 
ures at next Tuesday’s meeting. Along with the com- 
parison figures, Seifert said he would would return 
with suggested areas to investigate to balance the 
overall numbers. 

In other business, the committee reviewed a com- 
puter education plan progress report, presentated by 
Kenneth Kwajewski, the computer education direc- 
tor. Kwajewski demonstrated some of the programs 
being used in the schools now during the second year 
of a three-year computer plan financed through the 
school master plan. 

The presentation highlighted the accomplishments 
of the first and second phases and centered on phase 
three of the plan, which will be implemented next 


year. 

Part of phase three will include a $10,000 mainta- 
nance cost added to the system wide line item in the 
school budget, when the warranties run out on the 
computers bought over the last year. 

The figure proposed was arrived at by using main- 
tanance cost figures from other school systems with 
similar programs, said Kwajewski. 

A summary of the faba heg report included 
Kwajewski’s suggestion that the School Committee 
begin to plan for the future once the funds from the 
et ae and grant monies are exhausted in June 
of 1990.
